DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1,3-7,9,16-20,22-26,28,35-39,42,44,51-55,57-61,63,70-74,76-80,82,89- 
92 and 98 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Consider independent claims 1 , 20, 39, 55 and 74, the best prior art of record 

found during the examination of the present application, Douziech et al. (US Patent 
6,781 ,474) disclose in figure 1 a filter calibration circuit (elements 20, 24) for tuning filter 
1 1 , and in figure 4 adjusting AGC 32 based on the comparator 16 output. Johnson (US 
Patent 6,766,150) discloses in figure 3 a digital filter calibration unit 365 for tuning filter 
345. However the applied references fail to specifically disclose, teach, or suggest a 
calibration logic unit to receive the comparator output, produce a digital gain code based 
on the comparator output to adjust a gain of the variable gain stage, and produce a 
digital component code corresponding to switches associated with the capacitive 
components in the filter circuit to be used by the filter circuit in adjusting a combined 
value of the capacitive components in the filter circuit. 

Therefore, claims 1,3-7,9, 16-20,22-26,28,35-39,42,44,51-55,57-61,63,70-74,76- 
80,82,89-92 and 98 of the present application are considered novel and non-obvious 
over the prior art and, consequently, are allowed.
